In  presenting  my  Report  for  1962*  I  would  draw 
your  attention  first  to  a  number  of  points  in  the 
Table  of  Vital  Statistics c  While  both  births  and 

population  have  increased  slightly*  deaths  have  3 fallen 
substantially  and  for  the  first  time  for  many  years 
the  adjusted  rate  for  Scarborough  is  the  same  as  that 
for  England  and  Wales o  Perhaps  the  most  gratifying 
feature  shown  by  the  Table  is  the  sharp  fall  in  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  which  at  11 c6  per  1000  births  is 
a  record  for  the  Borougho  Unfortunately  I  have  also 
to  report  one  maternal  deaths  The  last  maternal  death 
reported  here  was  in  1951c 

The  Committee  will  be  aware  of  the  national  and 
local  efforts  made  to  bring  home  to  everyone  the  tragic 
dangers  of  smokingo  It  may  emphasise  these  dangers  to 
point  out  that  the  three  diseases  associated  with  heavy 
smoking  -  Coronary  Thrombosis*  Lung  Cancer  and  Chronic 
bronchitis  were  in  1962  together  responsible  for  201 
of  the  658  deaths  occurring  in  the  Borough 0 

Finally  I  must  point  out  the  continued  high  in¬ 
cidence  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis 0  In  view  of  this* 
it  is  perhaps  surprising  that  in  the  list  of  conditions 
found  by  the  Miniature  Mass  Radiography  Unit*  the  only 
cases  of  Tb«  found  were  inactive.,  One  reason  for  this 
may  well  be  that  the  same  people  attend  regularly  and 
these  are  relatively  a  small  proportion  of  the  numbers 
at  riskc  However  that  may  be*  this  in  no  way  detracts 
from  the  value  of  these  annual  surveys  as  a  glance  of 
the  list  of  the  conditions  found*  shows o  Although  the 
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mortality  from  tuberculosis  has  fallen  subs tantially9 
the  dise-ase  still  causes  considerable  invalidism  and 
sickness  absence  for  the  patiento  The  physical  and 
mental  hardship  suffered  by  the  family  also  should  not 
be  underes tiraatedo
